Essex connty agricultural society, Massachusetts:

All will agree that the basis of improvement lies 
ina more thorough tillage. Nov, one great hind- 
rance to this, is the strong and universal tendency 
among farmers to own and cultivate too much land 
Tam well aware that I tread on disputed ground, 
and thit there are those among us whose opinions 
we are ready, and with good reason, to esleem al- 
most as oracles, who “have no sympathy with this 
sinall farin theory? Dut with due deference to 
their opinions, may not start with this fact. that 


dress ¢ 


the case so commonly oceurs as to make it a gener- 
al rule that our very Targe farins are poorly 
cultivated? Tothe point which we have in view, 


is theapologue of the vine-dresser, who had tivo 
danghters ond a vineyard, When Nigoldest daugh- 
ter was married, he gave hera third part of his vine 
yard for a marriage portion, notwithstanding which, 
he had the same quantity of fruit as before. When 
his youngest davghter was married, he gave her 
halfof what remained, still the produce of his vine~ 
yard was undiminished. The secret was simply 
this, that the more thorough tillage which he was 
enabled to giveto'the remaining third part, trip- 
led bis produce, while at the same time it reduced 
tbe cost of cultivation. Now he that cultivates the 
most land, or proiuces the greatest crop is not the 
best farmer, but he that can do it with the least ex- 
pense. In Massachusetts, the high price of labor 
Isan insuperable objection to large farms. Asiti 
men must not only be idle, but most atall times, an 
under all circninstances, worl: to the best advan- 
tage,or the proceeds of their Inbor will not pay 
their wages. Upon large farms numerous and long 
lines of fence must ke kept in repair, taxes are to be 
looked after, work cantiot he go economically done, 
because much of it is at a distance, and a largenum- 
ber of laborers must of necessity be employed, 
Who to use an old adage, if they are not very care? 
fully looked after, will be likely to dri out of the 
broad end of the nel, and hold the little one to 
their employer: ft must not br understood that no 
man can profitably manage alarge farm here, All 
rules have their exceptions, Dut Ido say there 
arevery few Bonapartes in agriculture, and that 
the great body of us are fit only to serve in th 
ranks, 

Misdoubtful, indeed, if these large farm= are the 
most profilable anywhere—for in countries where 
the cost of labor isalmost nominal, small farms are 
said to produce the largest income. — Stretching 
jong at the fool of the Alps, those ever metorable 
motntains, whose lofty summits, white with eternal 
snow, reach far abovethe clouds—the birth-place of 
the ulncier and the avalanche,—is that province of 
Haly, whieh has been offen called the garden of Eu- 
rope. Its inhabitants are farmers, and very few 
farms contain more than seventy-five acres, yet the 
best authority asserts that these small farms bring

Did I run away 
at Rathcormac, when I preached the {uncial oration 
over the bodies of my murdered countrymen,in the 
midst of two regiments of soldiers, aud whom I 
denounced as as murderers and butchers2-( Cheers.) 
Did Trun away at Henry Grattan’s election for the 
county of Meath in 1836, when E was trampled un- 
der foot by the dragoons” horses?

Notice to an endorsor of a promissory note, that 
the note ‘has been protested for non-payment, and 
that the holders look to him for payment of the 
same,” is not a sufficient notice of dishonor. 

Such notice must contain words, directly, or by 
necessary construction, showing that the note hos 
been presented for payment and payment refused. 

A protest is a formalinstrument, made by a notary 
public, alleging the due presentment and di 
of a bill, and declaring that the notary. protes 
same for non-acceptance or non-payment, as the 
case may be; and the statement that a bill or note 
has been protested, refers ratner to the making, by 
anotary, ofthe instrument denominated a protest, 
than tothe acts wich might authorize such protest 
to be male. 

No protest of a promissory note is necessary. 

The sufficiency, in itself, of a written notice of 
dishonor, is to be determined by the court as mat- 
ter of law. ss

1846, itbecame necessary tovequip three sep- 
rate armies—one for the lower Rio: Grande, one 
for San Antonio, and one for Fort Leavenworth. 

One of the items of purchase for the Missouri 
wing of the army Was 459 horses, 3,658 mules, 14,- 
804 oxen, 1,556 Wagon; and-516 pack saddles 
‘The quartermaster says that the trains have suffer 
cd severely, and that, untess the Indians are severe- 
ly chastised, it will soon be impossible to send a 
train. : 

‘The quartermaster says that since the fall of 
Puebla and Mexico, it is easy to supply. the Amer- 
cansin the enemy’s country. In the city of Mexi- 
co‘alone there are a thousand persons employed in

“With our nearest depots farther from the sour 
ces of supply than Algiers is from Toulon or Marz 
seilles, we accomplished more in the first six thonths 
of our operations in Mexico, than France, the first 
military power in Europe, has acconyplisbed in AT 
rica in seventeen years.’ And it is added that, 
heavy as the expenditures unquestionably have 
been, there is not another instance in the last (wo 
centuries in which so much has been accomplished 
by any other nation, inso short a time, with 30 
small'a force and at so little cost.” 


: AusTriAN PALAcE,—Prince Liecbenstein’s 
residence at Vienna isa specimen of the immense 
cost of some of the’ Austrian palaces. A corres- 
pondent of the Newark Advertiser gives the follow-

Infatuation of the Whigs—The late Mexican Tri- 
mph ia Congress. 

It appears from the proceedings of the House of 
Representatives on Monday last, that, on motion ol 
Mr. Ashinun, of Massachusetts, it was declared by 
thot body that “we are engaged in a war unnecess- 
arily and unconstitutionally begun by the President 
of the United States,” and that this triumph of 
Mexico over the land’ of the star-spangled banner, 
was received by the whigs with a clapping of 
hands, and other demonstrations of joy. There 
Was one whig member patriotic enough to rise up 
and protest against this treasonable act, but every 
one of them, including Clay men, Webster men, 
Taylor men, and Corwin men, voted for the false 
accusation against the United States, and were af- 
terwariis so proud of the shaineful deod as to declare 
that “they had done work enough for one day.” 
‘The voting of this accusation against our govern- 
ment and country, we regard as an unqualified as- 
an ion of the Lexington platform of Henry Clay 
by the universal whig party, and that whether their 
presidental candidate be an opponent or a prosecutor 
Erthe war, they willhave to bearthe burden which 
that platform has imposed upon then. 

When General Taylor is informed of Mr, Ash- 
mui's amendment and sees that every whig mem- 
ber of the House who was present voted for it, what 
will he say? He will turn back to his despatch of 
October Ath, 1845, and see that herecommended that 
“unconstitutional and unnecessary act”? which pro- 
voked imunediate hostilities, and’ then ask himself 
whether the whigs intended’ the reproach, for him, 
instead of the President.

He will turn back to the proclamation he address- 
ed {othe Mexican people after he crossed the Rio 
Grande, anil see where he charged the Mexicans 
With commencing the war, and. then ask hitnself 
whether this act of the whig House was intended to 
hold him upto the Mexicans os their wilful and 
deliberate slanderer! He will look at. the vote of 
tharks and the gold medal tendered him by the 
House, and then see the foul accusation against 
him with which they.are accompanied, and then ex- 
claim These men are worse than the Mexicans, 
their medal can never be accepted by me whilst 
this joint accusation against. myself and country is 
connected with it. 

This must be the decision fo which Gen. Taylor 
will come, if be has any self respect. No man.in 
our country has been worse treated by the whigs 
ihiay Gens pTaslor bse etn for the(tast, sie teon 
months, for everything which they lave said in 
condemnation of the “uneressaary and unconstitu- 
tional act” referred to by the House of Representa 
tives, falls upon him as the importunate and pre- 
severing advisor of that act. He advised it, not for 
the purpose of provoking war, we will admit, but 
he advised it as the certain means of greatly facili- 
{ating and hastening the settlement of all difficulties 
with Mexico; and he declared that it would pro- 
duce so “powerful an impression” upon the Mex- 
cans, that they wonld “yield the coinmon naviga- 
tion of the river as well as the territory in dispute.”” 
He advised that ‘inuecessary and unconstitutional 
act? as a“prACE sEASURE—as a step on our part 
indispensable to the avoidance of active hostilities— 
and one which he deemed s0 very important and 
urgent, that he most warnestly solicited orders to 
take that step some five or six months before those 
orders were given him. These facts are as well 
known to the whigs in Congress as to us—not one 
of them dares dispute the truth of our declarations; 
andl yet, in the face of these facts, every whig mem- 
ber declares the war to have been begun by the 
adoption on the part of the government of Gen, 
Taylor’s advice! 
ink that these attacks upon Gen. Taylor, 
over the shoulders of Mr. Polk, have been persisted 
in by the whigs so long that ‘they would now be 
offensive to that warrior. It can hardly be possi- 
bile that he sanctions er connives at these attacks 
pou tho President for his acts, or that he is ineapa~ 
tle of discovering that they ave. blows levelled at 
him. There are many who believe that Mr. Clay 
aimed at “killing twa birds with one stone,” in 
saying what Congress has voted as the cause of the 
war—first killing General Taylor who advised the 
act, and then killing Mr. Polk who executed it— 
first riding himself of a fearful rival in his own 
party, and then weakening. his conquerer in the 
campaign of 1844, The move of Mr. Ashmuo in 
the House on Monday last, was to accomplish the 
same purpose, and most ingeniously and skilfully 
did he play the game. The simple Taylor whigs 
Hilliard, 'Towpkins, Gayle, and all—became  un- 
witlingly a party to. the crucifixion of their Presi- 
dential candiddie, and then, to crown the suicidal 
act, “clapped their hands” over the degradatioh of 
their favorite. 

Impartial witnesses of such scenes as this may 
Well bo astonished at the infatuation of the whig 
party —at that mysterious power which seems to 
lead thein unconsciously todestruction—and at that 
\.exican obstinacy which they exhibit in adbearing 
to self-evident falsehoods! Never had a party so 
Tittle to justify them in their accusations against 
our governinent as the whig party bave; and never 
vasa party 0 well supplied with fats to confound 
and overwheln the whigs asthe democrats are. 
Out of the mouths of their own men can we speak 
their condemnation trumpet-tongued to the world, 
and therefore we haveno objection to being amused 
at their frequent efforts to commit political suicide. 


‘The Banklog System. 

The Philadelphia Leilger is urging the subject of 
aretorm in the banking system of Pennsylvania, 
It urges the public ta consider the following, among 
other questions and facts:— 

«Why shall we place our financial interests un- 
der the control of corporations, assoullessin regard 
to the charities of life as they are reckless of the 
interests and happiness of the masses? Why shall 
wo entrust the beart-srings of commerce in such 
hands? Why clothe these corporations with the 
power to make money plenty or scarce, at pleasure, 
and thus to raise or depress prices, and to exercise 
controlling influence over all the business trans- 
actions of life? Why shall we permit them to place 
our marketin the Nands of foreign merchants by 
expansions, which ennble the foreigner to obtain 
high prices for his goods, which he invariably with~ 
draws in specie, white the domestic dealer is con- 
tented with paper that is certain todepregiate with 
every pressure and suspension? Why should our 
banking corporations be permitted by Jaw to lend 
money at enormous usury, while our private citi- 
zens are restrained to six per cent? What is it but 
usury when a bank ig permitted to lend out a sun, 
equal to double its whole capital? And what is it 
butenormons usury when such bank is permitted 
to extend its loans lo tenor twenty tires the amount 
of ils capital, without any other penally than the 
individual liability of the directors to the amount of 
the excess? The penalty is so inadequate that itis 
entirely disregarded in practice. ‘The directors can 
always secure themselves out of the assets under 
their control. Even an injunction produces but 
sight effect upon the operations of bank directors. 
The most recent example of financial dexterity has 
been furnished by. the directors of the Memphis 
bank of Tennessee, in getting possession of the as- 
setsof the bank, alter, and in defiance of an. i 
junction of the court of chancery. In 1837, the 
whole banking capital of the United States, amoun! 
ed to $290,772,901, while the loans and other invest- 
ments amounted to the enormous suin of $525,000,- 
000, Here was the curious spectacle of the banks 
making loans and other investinents to the amount 
of $234,000,000 more than their whole capital. 

A system by which corporations or individuals 
shall be enabled tolend or invest more money than 
they have, and to draw interest upon such Invest- 
ments from the working classes, cannot be just in 

rinciple or sound in finance. ‘This is not spoken 
in censure of banks. The banks have been not on- 
ly recognized, but encouraged by law_in thess.ex- 
pansions to the extent of double their capitals.— 
This was the uoderstanding when their charters 
were granted. It was for this privilege that com 
pensation was given by bonds or otherwise. By 
this unwise system of legislation they vere thus led 
into a course injurious to their own credit and ru- 
inous to the public. Qn the Ist January, 1837, the 
whole amount of specie in all the banks in the 
United States was but the sum of $37,915,340, while 
the demand upon them by note-holders was $149,- 
185,890, and by depositors $127,397,185, mal 
aggregate of Itabillties execeding all the specie in 
their vaults of $298,607,735! | A suspension of 
specie paymonts and a ruinous sacrifice of property 
were to be expected from such a financial condi- 
tion of tho country. A system of legislation which 
produced results 30 disastrous should be abandonel 
at once,”

Democratic State Convention. 

We publish, this week, quite a lengthy article, 
from the “Ilinois Glebe upon the subject of a 
Democratic Stale Conventiou, which opinions Very 
nearly accord with our own.

Repodiatlon. 

‘The English journals are continually scolding at 
our country upon this subject, as if our govern 
ments, state and federal, had adjored their debts, 
and resolved to pay nothing. We might say that 
this was not very modest in the organs of a govern- 
ment which once repudiated two-thirds of its na- 
tional debt by a single “Act of Parlinment.” And 
it comes with especially bad grace from such sour- 
ces, against a federal government which hay never 
repudiated a dollar of debt, against state govern- 
ments, only two ofwhich have repudiated that por- 
tion of their debts out of which they bad -been 
positively swindled by British capitalists. And of 
these two states Mississippi has expressed ita deter~ 
mination to pay, even this portion of its debt, and 
Michigan will ollow its example. And whilethese 
British journals scold so much about American 
repudiation, they forget-that the city of Ediuburg, 
the capital of one of the “three kingdoms,” and the 
very nest of tbat band of tory_scribblers_ who long 
manufactured public opinion for the British nation, 
and systematicly slandered all others, repudiated its 
whole debt, refusing to pay principal or. interest. 
This reeking hot bed of wholesale libellers, of Wal- 
ter Scotts and Broughans and Wilsons and Black- 
woods Magazines, made agrand, wholesale magnifi- 
cent repudiation ‘and swindled all its creditors at 
once. 

But the point to which we would now call éy 
cial attention, isa recent statement in the London 
Times. After scolding in its usual strain about 
repudiation, and pronouncing th 
kee nation” a “batch of swindler: 
they began with repudistion, having -refus 
redeem the whole issue of continental money, 
with which they conducted the revolutions: and 
that the proprieior of the ‘Times now has some 
of the very continental money with which the 
swindling Was committed, “and which helped us 
to coplure Cornwallis in 1780.” A correspondent 
of the N. York Journal of Commerce censures this 
charge, ina manner which ought to be quite satis 
factory tothe Times, and to the whole body of Brit- 
ish libellers. Those conversant with American 
history know that after the federal constitation 
was adopted, all the debts of the states, as well a¢ 
the confederacy, which hod been contracted for the 
prosecution of the revolutionary War, with the ex- 
ceplion of this continental money, were funded, oF 
assutned by the federal government, and have long 
since been paid. But the continental money, the 
circulation of which amounted towards the close of 
the war, to two hundred millions of dollars, and 
which hd gradually depreciated, even to ninety 
ine per cent, was never redeemed, but gradually 
disappeared {rom calculation. ‘The federal goverti~ 
ment refused to redeem any of it, because Jarge 

tunntities had been counterfeited, and so well as to 
lefy detection. 

And who were the fabricators and circulators of 
these spurious bills? ‘The British officials thei 
the United States, civil and militory. ‘The spurie 
ous bills were executed in England, and sent out, 
in large quantitics, to the commanders of the Brit 
ish armies, for distribution, And no small quanti- 
ies were distributed through the tories; the object 
being, not only to swindle these whige, {nut to crip- 
ple the confederacy by destroying the character, and 
thus accelerating the depreciation, of this currency. 
This brings us to the story told in. the Journal of 
Commerce. Little Deleware, “the Blue Hen? 
that sent forth such a brood of pugnacious ehick- 
ens to fight inthe battles of the revolution, sent 
forth among them, at the very coumencement ot 
hociilities, a certain Major McLane, the father of 
Hon. Louis McLane late minister to England. 
This Maj. McLane kept a journal, wh 1 
extant, to which is appended a eertificote from 
Washington, stating that he served with great rep= 
utation from commencement to the close of the 
war, ond then retired on lislf pay for life. We 
Americans regard this os quite n decent certificate 
of character, especially as General Washington 
Was a man of considerable respectability. ‘The 
Muajor’s journal states that late in the autumn of 1779, 
he attacked the British garrison at Sony Hook, took 
it by surprise, bronght off the prisoners anda’ wil- 
ion of dollars of counterteit contiviental money, #0 
willexecuted, asto defy Mr. Smith, the head ot'the 
Loan-olfice at Philavelphia, in all attempts to dis- 
tingnish it from the geimine issue 

‘This is 0 good story, and atrue one, well authen- 
ticated by the officer who captured the money’ in 
British hands, The editor of the London Times, in 

ng that he possessed a continental bill, says it 
part of he fesue which enabled us to copture 
Cornwallis in 1780. If this be true, it certainly 
rendered good service tothe public, Rut is he 
sure of its authenticity? _ Is it not one of the coun~ 
terfeits which the Eritish outhorities imported. and 
scattered to an amount wore than double the gen 
uine?—If it be the latter, we arlvise the editor of 
the London Times to exuit over itas a characteristic 
specimen oftsterling English probity. 

John Bull is quite an adept in connterfeitng and 
exporting the metalic and paper currencies of olher 
countries. London annually sends forth” large 
quantities of such wares. 


The Emperor of Austria.

It gave me a shudder of 
melancholy to see such a man, and he the roler of 
millions, pass through all that splendid array of 
noble looking men, on many of whom God had set 
the imprint of genius and power. It is said that an 
eagle, shot by one of his courtiers, was brought to 
him, and on being told that it was'an eagle, he'de~ 
nied it—saying: ‘No, ne, an engle is always double~ 
headed’—the latter being the national emblem of 
Austria.” 


Hravy Loss nv THe Late Froon.—It is esti 
mated that the dainage by the late flood, between 
the Mississippi river and the Allezhany ranges, will 
amount to $10,000,000. At half cost, $4,000,000 
would not replace fences alone. At least 15,000,- 
000 bushels of corn and ather grain are wholly lost, 
and 300,000 bales of cotton, mostly unpicked,. in 
the field, is wholly destroyed; hesides some $300,- 
000 worth of wood prepared for steam boat fuel.

the 1st Junelast, for the unexpiredtorm of ane year from 
that time. The daily ration to consist of one pound of 
fresh beef or fresh pork, or three-fourths of a pound of 
salt pork, and of three-fourths of a quart of corn or of 
cora meal, or of one poundof wheat flour to each person, 
and of four quarts of salt for every one hundred per- 
sons, 
‘Tho number removed sinco the st of Jane is about
